The Applicants' amendment filed on 02/1 8/2008 in response to the Non-Final Office 
Action mailed on 12/1 1/2007 was entered. Upon entered this amendment, claims 1-13, 28-29 
and 43-46 are pending in the application at this point. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13, 28-29 and 43-46 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Applicants' remarks filed along with the amendment were carefiiUy reviewed. As the 
results, independent claim 1 is allowed based on the Applicants' argument on page 5 which 
included the feature of ". . . offerin2 to associate a prepaid calling card with an origination 
address of the caller . . ." dependent claims 2-13 and 43-45 depend on claim 1, therefore, they are 
allowed with same reasons set forth in claim 1 above. 

Furthermore, independent claim 28 is allowed based on the AppUcants' arguments on 
pages 7-8 which included the feature of ". . recharging information including local exchange 
carrier account information ." Dependent claims 29 and 46 depend on claim 28, therefore, they 
are allowed with same reasons set forth in claim 28 above.
